Evolution and the Fall. The Bishop Paddock Lectures for i9d9-i9io. 
By the Reverend Francis J. Hall, D.D., Professor of Dogmatic Theology 
in the Western Theological Seminary, Chicago, Illinois. New York: 
Longmans, Green & Co. 

Of the six lectures contained in the present volume, three 
deal with the theory of evolution in its relation to the origin of 
things, and in particular to the origin of man. On this point 
Dr. Hall's view is clearly and concisely expressed: "Physical 
evolution alone cannot explain the origin of the species." In 
the three remaining lectures, the specifically moral and religious 
problem (as distinguished from the cosmological) is taken up, 
and Dr. Hall adopts the position of Aquinas (which is also the 
authoritative teaching of the Roman Church) that Man's primi- 
tive state, morally and religiously considered, was not merely 
one of innocence, but that man was endowed at the beginning 
with a 'supernatural' gift of righteousness. This original 
righteousness was lost through his lapse from obedience to the 
Divine command ; and thus man found himself in a despoiled 
condition, yet not altogether without capacities for good. The 
author has given us a really important and valuable piece of 
work; in fact, we are not aware that in the whole range of his 
writings he has succeeded in making a more distinct contribu- 
bution to Christian apologetics than by this careful and dis- 
criminating review of the present status of the evolutionary 
problem, and (no less) by the positive and constructive state- 
ment of the Theistic position which he so clearly sets forth and 
so ably defends.
